IM STATE GOOD 


Production Ke?ps Pace With 
Steady Growth in Population 
Declares Noted College 
Expert. 


That tho trend of potato production 
in Pennsylvania has just about kept 
pace with the trend of population in 
the state since 11)00 is the finding of H. 
G. Niesiey, extension farm economist 
of the Pennsylvania State College. 
Using census figures as a basis for his 
comparisons, Nicsley has found that 
the tr^nd of population from 1000 to 
1020 was 1.0 per cent 
increase 
per 
year. The exact figures showed a 
population of 6,302,115 in 1900, 7,- 
005,111 in 1910, and 8,720,017 in 1023. 
Over this same period of twenty years 
the trend of potato production was 2.2 
per cent increase per year. 
He h a s also found that the trend of 
acreage over the score of years was 
only three-tenths of I per cent. Nies- 
loy sayjf that this shows that the in­ 
creased demand 
has 
been met by 
greater production per acre rather 
than by extensive increases in acreage. 
Iii Hie country as a whole Niesley re­ 
ports the trend of potato production 
him increased more rapidly than the 
population. 
“Pennsylvania farmers 
living nearest to good consuming cen­ 
ter^ need not fear a temporary over­ 
production 
in 
the 
United 
States” 
Mickey declares. 
“The farms lying 
at great distance from these urban 
centers and in other states arc the 
ones that must concern themselves 
about adjustment of production. More 
bushels at a lower cost on the acres 
now in use will alleviate much fear of 
competition and will in the long run 
net Pennsylvania farmers more. Low’ 
prices offer one. and certainly the best, 
method of bringing about readjust­ 
ment in kinds of crops to be grown and 
area devoted to each if we would con­ 
form to existing economic conditions 
with the least possible friction.”
